LEAKY ' NEW DRY DOCK. 


KieetrielM Dowe' ConOrota 
rnent* wit* • Model Boat. 


On the placid waters of the lagoon Jn 


Garfleld park, Chicago, a mlnlatme 
model of the United States armored 
cruiser New York was given a success- 
ful cruising test the other afternoon. 
For the benefit of tb,e hundreds of 
spectators who lined the banks the 
tittle vessel took the star role in a sham 
naval engagement^ in which many 
broadsides,were ftred and several inv 
aginary foreign fleets driven away. 


The test was conducted by Electrician 


Dowe,'who is seexing to demonstrate, 
the utility of electricity for propelling 
boats of all kinds, and. he expressed 
himself as well pleased with the man- 
ner in which the New, York'behaved 
herself. After he had placed cells and 
battery in the hull'of the boat, which 
is*a six-foot reproduction of the big 
whMe squadron cruiser, he tnrned it 
loose in the middle of the lagoon in 
front of the boathouse. ' Impelled by 
electricity, the little New York cruised 
•back and forth over a stretch;6f water 
about 100 feet square. Queer electrical- 
ly controlled contrivances guided her 
with almost human intelligence. -For 
more than 30 minutes she ran at various 
speeds, avoiding the bank and needing 
no assistance from Mr.Uowe, who fol-

her maiden trial trip the other day, 
is an exceedingly.pretty vessel. . Yet, 
with a handsome appearance that the 
sailor loves sot well tbe gunboat com- 
bines so many other qualities that she 
IB the particular pride of Chief Con- 
structor Hichborn, under whose plans 
she was built. The boat is unlike any- 
thing' else in our navy, and is designed 
to supply, a need that has been very 
much felt of late years, in that shn 
will make a most effective naval police 
boat, that can be maintained in active 
service for a small proportion of the 
cost of operating one of the lar^-e 
cruisers, which have'been the recourse 
of the navy department for all sorts 
of small but.'important commissions, 
eiioh as maintaining a- patrol against 
filibusters, looking after pelagic seal- 
ers, running' up shaHbiy rivenr in the 
orient, and generally carryiiig tU«: 
American flag into .ports where it, is 
necessary to nSSke a show if or the ad- 
vancement of our commercial interests 
and the safety 'of our citizens living 
abroad. The Nashville was built by 
the Newport News Shipbuilding Com- 
pany at a oost of $260,000, which makes 
her one of the cheapest ships ever con- 
Btiructed for our navy, considering her 
qualities and uses. She is the only one 
of the three gunboats just built by that 
company for the government tb carry 
sail, being- rigged' ae a fore arid aft 
schooner, *'ith> two pole masts bear; 
ir.ig try;sails, a, spread of canvas calcu- 
lated only to steady her in 'a sea way; 
The most novel feature of construction 
is found in. lie arrangement of her en- 
gines and boilers.. These-are so de- 
signed that the ship will be equally 
economical at high 
or low speed, 


whether running at eight or fifteen 
knots, per hour. ThisVis accomplished 
by quadruple expansion engines on her 
twin screws. '-At low speeds the lertv- 
pressure cylinders are c<ut out, and 
bteam is used from the boilers, only in 
the triple expansion engine. At high 
speeds- the engines are quadrupled, and 
steam is supplied directly to the high- 
pressure cylinders, from four boilers, 
while the oilier^ trio turn, their steam 
at .lower pres^is^'lhta the-mtenneduatfe 
cylinders.

Splendid Memorial to tbe Great Sol- 


dier Erected at CtttaKsro.

The Logan monument, which, is to be 


unveiled at Chicago with elaborate cer 
emomes July 22, will be a fitting me 
rnorial to the soldier statesman The 
equestrian bron/e statue will rest upon 
a granite pedestal surmounting a huge 
oval mound, within v\ hich will be con 
structed crypts for the reception of the
